Although these complica- 
tions are dangerous, yet recovery is the 
role nuder prolupt and careful treat- 
ment. 


A third complication of the grip is 


connected with the heart. If patients 
sit up they become faint. Some die of 
siuiplo failure of the haart; others are 
savcJ fiom death only by careful atten- 
tion on tho p.ii't of tl.t' uurye. After the 


has passed off, a tendency to faint- 


ness and neuralgic pains may remain for 
woolca or months. 


Another complication shows itself in 


a diarrhea: still another .alTecta the 
nervous system and is characterized by 
paius in tho head or elsewhere, or by 
weakness in certain parts of the body, 
such as the hands or arms. 


As to treatment, the doctor muat de- 


cide in view of all the symptoms. Bat 
the patient should in every case take to 
his bed. To keep about is exceedingly 
dangerous, especially as exposing the pa- 
tient to the above complications.—Lon- 
don Lancet.

and £000 was subscribed. Walter Mur- 
chison, a chemist, was engaged, and 
after a fortnight's preparation a series of 
explosions were followed in less than 
four hours by drenching showers. 


The atmospheric concussions not only 


produced copious falls of rain, but had 
an utterly unexpected but equally desir- 
able effect upon the rabbits. The thun- 
dering explosions killed tens of thou- 
sands pf rabbits, which had for years 
proved upon the crops.—Yankee Blade, 


Electricity for Deafness. 


Tho extent to which electricity is be- 


ing used in legitimate medical practice 
is rapidly on the increase, and many of 
the new devices for applying it have dis- 
tinct merit.

Correuoj under President Grant, died in 
N»w York City yesterday of pneumonia. 
He was the reputed author of tbe Act of 
February 13, 1873, which deiaooetizod 
•ilver by reduoiug in legal tender power to 
five dollars and closing the mints ag lioal 
it-) coinage for the flrgt time iu the hift irv 
of tbe country. 
He issued a parophKt 1 ist 


year which purported to Rive tho his'ory 
of tbe 
Dainonotizition Aat, anl which 


showed thut it had been bofor • Gougress 
for three year*. 
H» stated that tbe bill 


first made ita oppsuiauce in the Senate, 
in 1870, having bf en reported from the Fi- 
nance Committee by Senator Sherman. It 
passed the Senate with several amend- 
menta, but it was not reported to the 
Uonsn before Congress etpired. It next 
mode its appearance in the House aa a 
new bi>', and fioally passed both Houses 
and was approved by Pieaident Grant, 
February 12, 1873. 


Mr. Knox had the r»puUtion of being 


one of tbe greatest financiers in the coun- 
try, and he crossed sirords with Senator 
Stewart once or twice on the silver ques- 
tion.

Section 2 provides for the rttiremenl 


of the present gold and silver certificates 
and Treasury notes, and the substitution ol 
coin notes for them. 


Section 3 says coin notos at any time out 


standing are not to be greater or less than 
the Value of (loin and bullion at comiuf 
value held in the Treasury, said notes to 
be redeemed in oolo on demand. 


Section 5 provides for the repeal ol tbe 


preaect law, 


Section 6 provides that as soon as France 


shall reopen her mints to the free and unre- 
stricted coinage of silver at her present ratio 
15% to 1, it shall be tbe duty of the Presi 
dent of the United States to make a publi 
proclamation of that fact, whereupon said 
ratio is to be the legal ratio of tbe United 
State* and thereafter the standard silver 
dollar shall consist of 400 grains of stand- 
ard silver and tbe dollars outstanding shal 
be reooined at that weight.

Lin*—The War Between Homey JLake 
Valley and Plmnaa County-

In the organic act creating the Territory 


of Nevada the western bouudry was left 
undefined, with a strong recommendation 
to the State of California to cede to the 
Territory whatever rights it might have on 
tbe eastern slope of tbe Siern NnTjda and 
establish the summit of'that r nge as the 
boundary Hoe, Commissioners were sent 
to California to lay the matter bi-fore tbe 
Governor and Legislator*. So confident 
ner* tbe Territorial aathoiitUa tbat their 
request, backed as it was by the Burnett 
recommendation of Congress, would be 
granted, tbat in filing the 1 nea of the 
counties aod judicial district) they in- 
cluded everything east of tbe summit. Tbe 
only settlement of auy importance affected 
by this proceeding was Honey L'»ke Valley. 
That was included in, ar.d in fact oi'uoti- 
tated the greater part of Roop county. 
Officer* were elected, Courts org.iiized 
and the whole machinery of a eounly gov- 
ernment was goon in active operation. 


TUB HONKY LAKE WiB. 


Everything went swimmingly until tbe 


SprioB of 1863, when a Deputy Sheriff 
from Plnmaa county, Cal., within whoso 
bailiwick Honey Lake Valley was assumed 
to be, came over the moui.tains to serve a 
process. The Honey Lakers were the most 
loyal of NevuduDS. Instead of acknowl- 
edging the alien's authority they resUted 
and imprisoned the invader. 
When they

Thirty-Three of The Fourty-Fonr State 


Have Adopted Some Form of It.

This country has at last reach-id th 


point where the only atsouitely free bullo 
is the secret ballot; and its degree of free 
dom is exactly in proportion to its degre 
of secrecy. In the early days of the repub 
lie, when the voters were comparative! 
few and the influences brought to bea 
upon them were principally personal o 
argumentative, the evils of the open ballot 
or viva voce vote, were comparatively few 
But iu these days, when politics has becom 
a reguUr business, when the voter is sub 
jeoted to methods of coercion which wer 
unknown to tbe fathers, a secret, an abso 
late secret balljt has become an indispensa 
ble prerequisite to an honest and geuuin 
expression of opinion by the voter. 


This country has been slow to recognizi 


this fact. In most of tbe States there has 
been for some time a pretense of a ieore 
ballot, but it baa, until within the last few 
years, we may say within the last two years 
been a pretense. In fact, it is only within 
tbe lust year tbat one of them, Kentucky, 
has abolished the old practice of having tbe 
voter ttiud up at the polling place and call 
oat viva voce to the election officers the 
names of the candidates for whom he de- 
sires to vote, while those officers recorded 
his vote in the poll book. 


Bat the reform in the system of obtaining 


the expression of the suffragans has ex- 
tended with a wonderful rapidity, once (hat 
it was started, until now tbitty-three of the 
forty-four States have same modified form 
of what is known as the '-Australian sys- 
tem." 
The main feature of tbia system is 


tbat it takes away from tbe paity organiza- 
tions or individual candidates the rights to 
furnish the tickets which are vote;! at the 
election and requires the State to furnish 
them. 


At a general rale the names of alltheoan- 


didatks are printed on one ticket and the 
voter, after reciviog snob a ticket from an 
election officer, goes into a closet by him- 
self 
and there indicates by prescribed 


marks upon the ballot tbe names of the men 
for whom he wisees to vote, returns to the 
place where the box is and deposits hia bal- 
lot, without the possibility of anyone 
knowing or ascertaining how he voted. 


This is the perfection of tbe secret ballot. 


It absolutely protects the voter from in- 
timidation, for be can vote exactly as he 
pleases and the would-be intimidator can- 
not know, or even guess, how the man has 
voted. And, while it does not fully prevent 
bribery, it in a large measure checks it. 
The briber cannot know whether tbebribee 
has "delivered tbe goods," and as snob 
cattle are generally paid for "on delivery" 
he will have to rely upon the word of a 
man whom he knows to be a scoundrel aa 
the warrant for the payment of the money. 
And no body knows better than tbe politi- 
cal bribe-giver that tbe word of a man who 
will sell his vote is absolutely worthies*. 


Another good feature of the Australian 


law is its prohibition against "heelers" and 
''strikers" swarming around tbe polls and 
interfering with the voters and the officers 
of election. Under the operation of this 
"dummy" becomes a thing of tbe past; 
there is no crowd of thagu, toagbs and 
"shoulder-hitters" surrounding the box for 
the voter to foroe hia way through, hust- 
ling the determined and intimidating the 
timid. No man is allowed around the polls 
except to vote, and that he mast do at once 
and go away. 


The rapidity with which the movement 


has spread is something wonderful. 
In less 


than five years, tbree-qaartna of tbe States 
have adopted laws modeled upon the Aus- 
tralian system, and indications all point to 
the same action by tbe other quarter as 
fa&t at their Legislatures meet,
